LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  February  2  states  as  follows: 

"Increased  activity  in  cotton  gray  goods  markets  during  the  past 
week  or  two  has  brought  a  revival  of  buying  interest  in  staple  cotton 
markets  here  and  elsewhere  in  New  England.    Cotton  brokers  and  mer- 
chants have  reported  renewed  demand  for  cotton  of  various  kinds,  and 
a  moderate  volume  of  trading  has  been  put  through. 

"Prices  have  continued  on  approximately  the  same  basis  as  previously, 
even  though  merchants  report  a  dearth  of  offerings  from  the  various 

Southern  centers.  *** 

*  *  * 

"A  good  deal  of  attention  is  being  centered  on  Pima  cotton  this 
week,  and  more  or  less  trading  has  been  put  through.     Sales  of  No.  1 
Pima  of  inch  and  nine-sixteenths  staple  or  longer,  have  been  made  at 
30  cents,  and  No.  2s  have  brought  29  cents.    Trading  in  No.  3s  has 
been  reported  at  27  to  28  cents,  all  in  the  longest  staple  lengths 
obtainable.     On  cotton  that  had  a  staple  length  of  inch  and  one  half  or 
less,  mills  could  buy  a  half  cent  to  a  cent  under  the  quotations  for 
the  full  staple.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Sunday  Standard -Times  of  February' 9  states  as  follows: 

"Limited  inquiry  for  staple  cotton  was  reported  this  week  from  the 
various  sections  of  this  and  other  New  England  cotton  consuming  markets, 
but  sales  did  not  run  into  very  heavy  volume,  and  prices  were  mostly 
unchanged  except  for  some  firming,  the  market  on  selected  shorter  cotton 
ranging  from  fifteen  sixteenths  up  to  inch  and  one  sixteenth.  Such 
cotton  was  not  readily  obtainable  except  from  cotton  merchants  who 
refused  to  waver  in  their  quotations.     There  was  only  a  limited  quantity 
available,  it  seemed,  and  mills  did  not  attempt  to  bargain  very  closely 
on  it  whenever  they  found  a  merchant  able  to  offer  some  at  a  firm  price.

THE  NEW  CROP  IN  EGYPT 


"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  February  8,  1936,  contains  the 
following  dispatch  from  the  Societe  Cotonniere  d'Egypte,  of  Alexandria, 
dated  January  31st: 

Weather  conditions  are  more  wintry,  and  some  showers  have 
fallen,  which,  however,  have  not  interfered  with  land  prepara- 
tions for  the  new  cotton. 

It  is  reported  from  Sakel  districts  that  the  acreage  to  be 
given  to  this  variety  this  year  is  likely  to  be  very  heavily 
curtailed  in  favour  of  Guiza  7.     There  is  little  doubt  that  the 
Sakel  area  will  be  further  circumscribed  round  a  few  districts 
in  the  extreme  north  of  the  right  branch  of  the  Delta.
